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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

The amendment filed on 12/21/05 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because, as noted previously, the previously elected claims read upon Figures 3-6 while 
the currently presented claims read upon Figures 11 and 12. 

Applicant's election with traverse of the currently presented claims is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that since the subject matter of "a pad 
having an edge not covered by a mask" in currently presented claim 45 is essentially 
the same as previously examined claims 14, which states "said solder mask provided 
over said second surface of said BGA substrate being removed from said points of 
electrical contact provided over the second surface of said BGA substrate by a 
measurable amount", then both sets of claims read upon the same figure and therefore 
were previously examined. This is not found persuasive because though one limitation 
may, or may not be common to both claim sets, they still read upon different inventions. 
For example, the previously examined claims are drawn to contacts having a bi-layer 
pillar metal thereon, wherein the top metal layer overhangs vertical edges of the bottom 
metal layer. These limitations, along with others, are not recited in the current claims. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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This application contains claims 45-54 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper dated 12/21/05. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§821.01.
